N ORDINANCE OF THE CITY 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
TORRANCE REGULATING 
THE SALE OR DISPOSAL OF 
ELECTRICAL MATERIALS, 
DEVICES AND APPLIANCES. 
The City Council of the City 

f Torrance does ordain, as fol- 
ows: 

SECTION 1. k SCOPE: From 
nd after the effective date of 
its ordinance, no person, firm 
r corporation shall sell, offer 
or sale, loan, rent, dispose of 
y gift or premium, give or oth- 
rwlse furnish, provide or make 
vailable for use any electrical 
aterlal, device or appliance, de- 
gned or intended for attach- 
ent, directly or Indirectly to 

ny electrical system, circuit or 
ectrical service for light, heat 
r power In the City of Torrance 
nless such electrical material, 
evlcc or appliance complies with
v provisions of this ordinance. 
SECTION 2. RATING: All 
ectrical materials, devices and 
ipliances designed or Intended 
r attachment, directly or indt- 
ctly to any electrical system, 
rcult or electrical service for 
ght, heat or power shall be 
nly those which conform with 
ic requirements of this ordi- 
ance and of rules and regula 
ons adopted pursuant hereto, 
ach such article shall bear or 
ntain the maker's name, trade- 
ark or Identification symbol,

together with such rating b 
the manufacturer ns may b 
nrccssary to determine tho i 
tondnd use. Tho corroct opera 
ing volts and nmppres or vol 
nnd watts shall bo stated an 
no porson, firm or corporatlo 
shall romovo, alter, dofaco o 
obliterate any such marking. 

SECTION 3. ADOPTION O 
STANDARDS: All electrical m 
torials, devices and applianc 
covorod by and intended to 1 
rogulatocl by this ordinance sha 
conform with tho code of safo

devices and appliances hereb 
adopted and approved, entitle 
"Code of Standards for Electr 
cal Materials, Devices and Appl 
ances in tho City of Torranco 
which code is hoi'oby adopted b 
reference as though heroin s 
out in full. Three copies of sue 
code are on file, for use and c 
amination by the public in th 
office of the City Clerk of sa 
City. 

SECTION 4 DECLARATIO 
OF LEGISLATIVE POLICY A 
TO SAFETY STANDARDS: Th 
City Council hereby declares tha 
tho national safety standards fo 
such materials, devices and a 
pliances on file In the office o 
the United States Bureau o 
Standards arc the minimu 
standards required to provid 
an adequate degree of safety, t 
life and property in said Cit 
and further declares that it ha 
incorporated said national saf 
ty standards in its "Code o 
Standards for Electrical Mater 
als, Devices and Appliances i 
tho City of Torrance." 

The City Council hereby d 
clares that there is need for un 
formity between national safet 
standards and local standard 
and that it Is one of the object 
of this ordinance that as techno 
logical progress and refinement 
are made in national' safet 
standards that similar progres 
and refinements be made in lo 
cal safety standards; and to tha
end the City Council hereby do 
clares that.it is necessary tha 
certain administrative rule ma] 
ing power be vested in the Chic 
Electrical Inspector of the Cit 
in order to carry out the inten 
and purpose of this ordinanc 
and to provide the City and it 
inhabitants with tho degree o 
safety required to adequate] 
safeguard life and property i 
said City. 

SECTION 5. ADMINISTRA 
TIVE POWERS OF1 THE CHIEF
ELECTRICAL INSPECTOR 
Whenever, tho Chief Elcctrica 
Inspector of the City shall de 
termine that there is a lack o 
uniformity between the nationa 
safety standards on file in th 
office of the United States Bu 
reau of Standards and tho cod 
of standards adopted by thi 
ordinance, and as and when re 
finements are made in the na

have not been incorporated as a 
part of the code of standard 
lereby adopted, tho Chief Elec 
Heal Inspector .of .the City i: 
lereby empowered to adopt and 
promulgate such rules and reg 
ulations as he shall doom neces 
sary to bring such code o 
standards into harmony with 
the national, safety standards 
Before any rule or regulation 
may Be adopted hereunder, the 
proposed rulo or regulation,, in

with the United States Bureau

SECTION 7. WHERE NO

e submitted to a testing labor- 
ory or laboratories deemed 

ualifled by him for testing 
anie. Upon receipt of a report 
rom such laboratory or labora- 
rles, he may designate a stand- 
 d foi' each such article sub- 
tiled and tested, which dosig- 
itioh shall be in writing and 
Kill he adopted and promul- 
aled as a rule or regulation In 
ic manner herein provided. Any 
ch standards, so prescribed 
all be designed to provide us
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a minimum the degree of safet 
to life and property as Is r 
quired by the standards hereb 
adopted for materials, devic 
or appliances of similar or r 
la ted character or nature. 

SECTION 8. REVOCATIO 
OF APPROVAL: Any approv 
granled by the Chief Eloclrlc 
Inspector may be revoked 1 
him If the electrical material 
devices or appliances are foun 
to be hazardous to life an 
property for the purpose use 
or intended, or do not confonr 
with the standards under whic 
they wore approved for use. B 
fore any approval may be wit 
drawn, the Chief Electrical I 
spoctor shall give notice In wr 
ing to the person to whom a 
proval was granted of his inte 
tion to withdraw approval an< 
shall afford such person an o 
portunity to be heard with r 
spcct thereto at a public hea 
ing to bo held thereon. In th 
event that approval is wit 
drawn or modified by the Chi 
Electrical Inspector after sue 
hearing, any person aggrievec 
thereby may appeal from th 
ruling of the Chief Electrical I 
spoctor to the City Council 
the manner provided in this o 
dinance for the consideration b 
the Council of appeals. 

SECTION 9. EXCEPTIONS 
MATERIALS OTHERWISE COV 
ERED: The provisions of th 
ordinance shall not apply to cle 
trical materials, devices and a 
pliances which aro the subjec 
matler of regulation in Cit 
building and wiring ordinance 
heretofore adopted and in e 
feet as of the date hereof. 

SECTION 10. EXCEPTIONS 
VEHICLES: The provisions o 
this ordinance shall not appl 
to motor vehicles or to moto 
vehicle equipment. 

SECTION 11. EXCEPTIONS 
LOW VOLTAGE DEVICES: Th 
provisions of this ordinance shal 
not apply to electrical material 
devices or appliances designer 
or intended for attachment d 
rectly or Indirectly to any ele 
trical system, circuit or electr 
cal service for light, heat o 
power operating at a prlmar; 
voltage of nbt more than 2 
volts' or consuming less than 5 
walls. 

SECTION 12. EXCEPTIONS 
SPECIAL APPLIANCES: Th 
provisions of this ordinance sha 
not apply to those industrial o 
commercial appliances which ar 
to bo used 'in a specific locatio 
and which have been submillet
lo a laboratory for approval t 
determine tholr conformity with 
:he standards herein provide 
for but with respect to whic 
final approval by such labora 
:ory is still pending, providing 
that an exception Is applied fo 
and granted in the manner here- 
n prescribed. The person desir 

ing to make such Installation 
shall submit an application in 
writing for such exceplion lo

companied by written evidenc 
satisfactory to such Inspecto 
Indicating that laboratory ap 
>roval has been applied for 
Such exception if granted by 

the Chief Electrical Inspecto 
shall continue In force only dur 
ng such time as such Inspecto 
jclieves that the testing labora 

lory will grant final approva 
certifying compliance to the. pre­ 
scribed standards. If for any 
reason the Chief Electrical In­ 
spector believes that the testing 
laboratory has not made an ade­ 
quate test of materials, devices

hat the same shall be submit- 
ed to some other laboratory, 
pproved by him, for further 
ests. 
SECTION i3. EXCEPTIONS: 

GENERATING DEVICES: The 
>rovislons of this ordinance shal 
lot apply to electrical materials, 
eviccs and appliances installec 

>y or for an electric utility for 
ts use in the generation, trans-

ng of electrical energy.   
SECTION 14. USED OR SEC­ 

OND-HAND DEVICES: In the 
cbullding or repair of any such 
lectrlcal materials, devices or 
ppllances all parts replaced or 
epalred shall conform in all 
articulars with the code of 
tandards and the rules or regu- 

ations hereby provided for. 
SECTION 15. ENFORCE­ 

MENT: The Chief Electrical In- 
pector is hereby directed to en- 
orce the provisions of this or- 
inance. He Is hereby author- 

zed to delegate any of his 
lowers under this ordinance to 
my of his assistants, with the 
ole exception of; the power to 
dopt and promulgate rules and 

regulations which power may 
ot be delegated by him. 
SECTION 16. LIABILITY FOR 
AMAGES: This ordinance shall 
ot be construed as relieving or 
miting In any way the respon- 
bllily or liability of any per- 

on owning and operating, con- 
oiling or Installing any electrl- 

al materials, devices or appll- 
nces for personal Injury or 

>roperty damage resulting from 
e use thereof by reason of 
ly defect therein or for any 
her cause, nor shall it be con- 
rued as Imposing upon the 
ty or Its officers or employees 
any responsibility or liability 

y reason of the approval of 
ny materials, devices or appli- 
nees u.nder the provisions of
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this ordinance. 
SECTION 17. APPEALS: I 

the event that any person b 
lieves that unreasonable restr 
tions or unnecessary and cxtr 
ordinary hardship or damai 
will be imposed upon him 1 
the enforcement of any of th 
provisions of this ordinance o 
by the application of any of tl 
standards hereby adopted or b 
the adoption or application 
any rules or regulations by th 
Chief Electrical Inspector, 
from any rulings or determin 
tions of such Inspector, sue 
person may appeal therefrom 
the City Council in writing an 
request a public hearing thereo 
by Ihe City Council. 

In the event of such appea 
the City Council shall fix a tim 
and place for a public hearin 
thereon and shall give not! 
thereof in writing to the perso 
requesting such hearing by ma 
postage prepaid, to the addre 
shown in such request, and sha 
also give notice thereof to th 
Chief Electrical Inspector. A 
the time fixed for such hearin 
or at any later time to whic 
such hearing may be adjournc 
the City Council shall proceet 
to hear the testimony of th 
appellant and of others in h 
behalf and of the Chief Electr 
cal Inspector and others "in h 
behalf and of Other competen 
persons who may be' present anc 
desire to testify or who may b 
called by the City Council t 
give testimony at such hearin 
Upon the conclusion of s a i 
hearing, said City Council sha 
by-resolution declare its finding 
and decision in the matter. 1
it finds that unreasonable r 
strictions or unnecessary an<

age will be imposed upon th 
appellant, then it may grant a 
exception or variance from th 
application in whole or in part 
of such provisions of this ord 
nance or of such standards, rule 
and regulations, rulings or d 
terminations, or it may modify 
rescind or otherwise alter sue

of Torrance" hereby adopted, 'o

upon conviction thereof .shall b 
junished by a fine of not more 
nan three, hundred dollars 
$300.00), or1 by imprisonment in 

the city jail of said City or in 
the county jail of Los Angeles
County, as the committing mag 
strate may direct, for a perioc 

of not more than three (3 
months, or by both such fine 
and imprisonment. 

SECTION 19. SEVERABIL- 
TY: If any provision of this or­ 

dinance, or the application there­ 
of, to any person or circum- 
tances, is held invalid, the re­ 

mainder of the ordinance, or the 
pplicatlon of such provision to 
ther persons or circumstances, 
hall not Be affected thereby.
